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There will also be many varieties of systems, 
and the number of inventors will increase with 
time, But inventors aze always of opinion that 
their process is by far the best, and are not de- 
terred from researching what is invented, or 
nther known already. 
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In order to place the object clearly in view, 
‘must always be remembered that wood re- 
embles the stalk of flax, hemp, esparto, straw, 
tc. ; the cellulose is in all cases the same, and 
the difference between wood and flax, &c., 
consists only in this, that the wood is formed 
from a hundred to a thousand bundles of stalks, 
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Among all the operations in the paper manu- 

facture, there is none so extremely uncertain, 
and consequently liable to injure its success, 
as the sizing. It may be boldly asserted that 
there is not a manufactory which, at least tem- 
porarily, has not suffered, and still suffers, from 
what has not been unjustly called the sizing 
sickness. And, in fact, the true formation of 
that vegeto-mineral or organo-inorganic, and 
so extremely subtle precipitate, the resinate of 
alumina, is liable to so many influences that it 
is often most difficult even for the professional 
chemist, however intimately acquainted with 
the paper manufacture, to determine the cause 
of the defective sizing of a paper. What end- 
less trouble and despair has not the sizing al- 
ready produced! What enormous injury has 
not the defective sizing entailed upon paper 
manufacturers! Much good and bad advice 
has already been given in this matter; yet no 
one has hitherto been able to ensure success. 
What a number of professional sizers have al- 
ready roamed through Europe since 1840, and 
how few of all the dearly-paid-for receipts yet 
remain ! 

But we will not be unjust, We say nothing 
of those who have brought out a strange mix- 
ture fora resin soap, and without a trace of 
any scientific basis. We mean such prescrip- 
tions which, though different in many respects, 
are yet, from the materials recommended, 
based on the chemical equivalents which gene- 
rally, in all chemical operations, give the only 
true basis. 

But even these scientifically-grounded pre- 
scriptions, unfortunately, too often fall short of 
complete success in the sizing, because an in- 
finite number of counter influences may pro- 
duce a disturbing effect on the formation of 
the loose combination of the resinate of alumi- 
na, as we lately called the precipitate of pinate 
of soda, by a clayey salt, and which name is 
also omitted in all chemical and technical 
works. The most important of all injurious in- 
fluences is the stripping of the fibres of petkin, 
gum, vegetable slime, and resin, by boiling and 
bleaching, in which the fibres, rovbed of their 
fatty matter, become thin and unelastic. The 
addition of mineral matters, as substitutes, 
contributes still more to the hindrance of the 
sizing. than twenty-five years 
means and ways have been sought to remove 
these adverse circumstances—at least, to miti- 
gate them. at first the 
addition of potato starch, then slimy matters 
of all kinds, and also animal or ordinary glue. 

Planche, Rudei, Kauffman, Ebart Brothers, 
Ferd. Flinsch, and some others, have devised 
processes for employing vegetable size, mixed

with animal, in the mill, in order to produce a 


sure sizing. The variety of materials, the in- 


attention of workmen and managers, even, 


may have been the chief reasons why these 
methods of sizing, which certainly fulfil their 
object when rightly carried out, have found no 
great extension, and they have been aban- 
doned. 

All makers who have used Rudel’s method 
admit that it contributes essentially to a good 
sizing and tenacity of the paper. But the ma- 
terials were so different in different places that 
each manufactory was compelled to adopt a 
different process to secure a certain result, and 
hence it was given up. 

On that account the vegetable animal sizing 
assumes a new form in the proportion and extra- 
ordinary fitness of the stalling gelatine, It sup- 
plies in this respect, and at a cheaper rate than 
other glutinous substance, the essential 
properties for sizing required by the denuded 
fibres. We think, therefore, that with the me- 


chanically

and chemically prepared woody 
matter we may venture to describe the vegeto- 
animal sizing with the stalling-bone jelly as at 
present the most opportune. 

Papers with earthy ingredients, made from 
soft or cotton regs, which could never be ob- 
tained well sized, may now be safely well sized, 
and the sizing is also much better than the 
mere vegetable sizing, owing to the greater 
adaption of the mineral substitutes. We pos- 
sess samples of paper of the most varied quali- 
ties sized with the stalling gelatine, and all, 
even the papers produced from soft materials, 
and with considerable amount of earthy mat- 
ter, are strongly sized, although the cost of this 
sizing has been less than that formerly 
employed in manufactories with mere vegetable 
sizing. In wishing by this treatise to direct 
the attention of our colleagues to the impend- 
ing revolution and reformation in the paper 
manafacture by means of the chemically-pre- 
pared woody matter and the new vegeto-animal 
sizing, we conclude this general report, and 
shall follow up more closely in future papers 
these two important novelties.—C. Blatt fur 
Deutsche Papier Fabrikation.

MANILLA MILL AT AKRON, OHIO. 

The Daily Beacon of Akron contains a long 
and interesting sketch of the new manilla mill 
of ‘Ibos, Phillips & Co, , situated at that place. 
This establishment was begun last summer, and 
is now in working order, under the direction 
of Mr Phillips, John R. Buchtel, and G. W. 
Crouse, who constitute the firm. The building 
is of substantial construction, two stories high, 
and measuring 95x102 feet, the foundations 
being of stone, 

the upper story, which is 16 feet high, is 
used for a storing room and a rope-cutter. The 
lower story contains the beater engines, the 


steam engines, and the large manilla machine. 


The beater engine room is 58x54 feet 
chine 385x100 feet ;

feet. These rooms are all 13 feet high. The 
basement is 8 feet high, and in it is built a

Old rope, obtained from the New York dock 
yards principally, is used in the manufacture 
of this paper. The manilla machine is 62 feet 
long, and is a 62-inch 3-cylinder concern. The 
first press consists of two rolls, 12 inches in 
diameter, 6 feet long. The first dryer has four 
large cylinders, 28 inches in diameter, 
heated by steam. There are, 
these, ten large calender dryers, 16 inches in 
diameter, heated by steam. 

The arrangements for extinguishing and pre- 
venting the spread of fire are ample, The 
total cost of the building, machinery, etc., will 
reach about $70,000. ‘The building alone cost 
about $16,000. Mr. Jacob Snyder, of Akron, 
Ohio, is the architect of the building, and its 
solidity and substantial finish are testimonials 
of his efficiency in such work. The steam en- 
gines—the one having a 16-inch cylinder and 
28-inch stroke, the other an 8-inch cylinder and

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Paper is manufactured from 
Marseilles, France, and is said to be strong, 
flexible, white, and soft, and much liked in that 
region, 


A Detroiter has invented a machine which 
trims wall paper, holds it up against the wall, 
putts on the paste, and cuts off and smooths 
down the strips, and does the work nicer and 
faster than three men. 


Botanists are endeavoring to introduce and 
acclimate a plant of New Granada, which will 
be a valuable acquisition to manufacturers of 
ink. The juice or sap is at first of a reddish 
tint, but in a few hours becomes intensely 
black, It may be used without preparation. 


Wall decorations are now manufactured to 
supersede paper-hangings and paint, composed 
of thin sheets of metal painted over by a pa- 
tented process, They are artistic in appear- 
ances, and said to be durable. 
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The question of paying workmen on Monday 
instead of Saturday has attracted considerable 
attention at the West of late, and some of 
the manufacturers of Pittsburgh and elsewhere 
have adopted the plan. All thinking persons 
will acknowledge that the change would lead 
to many advantages, by checking dissipation 
and promoting economy. 


A bill has been introduced into Parliament 
providing that ‘‘no person shall use or employ 
in any manufactory or any other place any 
steam whistle or steam trumpet for the pur- 
pose of summoning or dismissing workmen or 
persons employed, without the sanction of the 
sanitary authorities,” and its passage is thought 
probable. By a recent decision by one of our 
State courts, a manufacturing establishment in 
one of our small towns was obliged to pay 
$5,000, on account of injuries received from a 
runaway horse, frightened by an ordinary 
steam whistle making known the hour of noon. 


During the past few years efforts have been 


made in the South to render the Ramie plant 
available for manufacturing purposes. It fur- 
nishes a beautiful silky and elastic fibre, which 
can be woven into fabrics of lightness, strength 
and elegance. Ramie is believed at the pres- 
ent time to be the most promising of all the 
rivals of King Cotton. The only difficulty in 
its manipulation for manufacture has been the 
adhesion of the outer bark, which in peculiarly 
tenacious, and the gummy mucilage which 
keeps the fibres together. A machine for 
cleansing the plant has been lately invented, 
by which it is subjected to dry steam and hot 
air, which treatment seems to be the most 
available to get rid of the bark and gum. 


Twenty years ago Kentucky supplied nearly 
a third of all our flax product; Virginia and 
New York about a million of pounds each, 
making up together as much as Kentucky ; and 
Ohio supplied less than half a million of pounds. 
But now Ohio has nearly forty times its former 
product, while Kentucky has only a tenth of 
its, and Virginia has gone down to a seventh. 
The chief flax-producing States are: Ohio, 
18,000,000 pounds, or two-thirds of our whole 
product of 27,132,039 pounds (the product in 
1850 was only 7,209,676 pounds); New York, 
8,000,000; and Illinois, 2,000,000; while New 
England, with the exception of a little in 
Maine and Vermont, may be said to have 
ceased to be flax-producing, as have also Ala- 
bama, Delaware, and Georgia. 
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CHEMICAL FIRE ENGINE. 


There was a very interesting experiment 
with one of the ‘* American Chemical Fire En- 
gines” on Tuesday the 3d inst. , on the grounds 
of the Winnipiseogee Paper Company in this 
village. A very large throng of spectators, in- 
cluding the proprietors, agents and managers 
of the great industrial interests of the town 
was present to witness the trial. A raging 
conflagration fed by forty dry, empty barrels, 
thirty bushe's of dry shavings, a barrel of tar, 
and eight gallons of kerosene oil was extin- 
guished in 45 seconds on the first trial and in 
one minute when the flames were again put in- 
to full blast. Mr. Solomon Bickford, chief fire 
warden of the village, superintended the fire, 
giving orders when the engine should open on 
the flames. Mr. Prescott Robinson, the agent 
for the engine company, managed the engine. 
The “‘dry chemical” was thrown upon the 
flames by the use of 15 gallons of water at 
each trial. The engine is so light that one man 
can easily move it from place to place. It em- 
ploys a one inch rubber hose and a one-quarter 
inch nozzle. The whole experiment was very 
successful, awakening great interest among all 
classes, Weare ndét surprised to know that a 
movement is already on foot for the purchase 
of one of these machines by the people who 
reside on the side hill above the flat where the 
ordinary fire engine could only with extreme 
difficulty be used. The cost of the engine is 
$200. Merrimack Journad. 
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HOW RICE PAPER IS MADE. 

The rice-paper plant (auralia papyrifera 
grows naturally in China and Japan, where the 
inhabitants carefully cultivate it upon the hills 
and high-lyingground. In the autumn of each 
year, before the leaves fall, the Japanese cut 
off the young s*oots and cut them into slips, 
which are tied up in bundles and boiled in large 
copper kettles or cauldrons closely shut down. 
The boiling is continued until the bark has 
peeled off the wood, when the former is care- 
fully dried and stored away for future use. 

When it is required for naper-making it is 
thoroughly soaked in water for three or four 
hours, aiter which the brown skin is scraped off. 
At the same time the bark which covered the 
younger shoots is separated from the older and 
tougher sorts, from which an inferior kind of 
paper is made. Bark Which has been kept for 
some years is only fit to make the commonest 
packing paper. and is manufactured with less 
care. When the bark is well cleaned and are 
ranged in order according to its quality, it is 
again boiled until the matter separates into a 
filamentous substarice. This boiling is suc- 
ceeded by another operation, called washing, 
which is of great importance in the manufac 
ture of the paper. If it is continued long 
enough, the paper will be of a coarse quality ; 
and if, un the other hand, the substance coes 
not receive enough boiling, the paper will be 
very white, but too soft and greasy to write 
upon. The pulp is placed in a basket which 
will admit the water on all sides, and this is 
plunged into a river and stirred about with vio- 
lence forsome time. Then the substance is 
placed upon # smooth table and beaten with 
wooden rollers. After the beating, an infusion 
of rice is poured on it, and the mixture is suf- 





fered to stand until dry, when the substance 
is raised leaf by leaf in the form of paper. 
These leaves are placed between boards, and 
the remaining moisture gradually pressed out. 
According to another account, the stem is cut 
into lengths of ten or twelve inches, and the 
pith forced out and placed in hollow bamboos, 
where it swells out to its natural bulk and dries 
into a compact mass, This pith is cleverly eut 
by a workman, who holds a sharp knife against 
the side of the cylinder, which is then turned 
round, so that the pith is cut into a broad strip 
about four feet long. This is cut up into small 
squarer, and sold in packets for different pur- 
poses, It is supposed that the paper made 
from the pith is the rice paper which is impor- 
ted into this country. It cannot be made until 
the tree has attained a considerable bulk, and 
is too old to produce many shoots such as are 
used in the first process. : 
The tree from which this paper made is 
particularly abundant in the island of Formosa. 
It is at first a small shrub, but after flowering 
it throws out several branches, and grows toa 
ht of twenty-five feet. It is generally cut 
down before it attains its full maturity, because 
the pith and bark degenerate in the older 
parts, Several large palmate leaves crown the 
stem. It has been supposed by many botanists 
that there are two or three different species of 
plants from which the Chinese make their pa- 
per, and there ere, apparently, several ways of 


manufacturing it. 
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FOREMEN. 

If a foreman is cf a kind disposition, pos- 
sessed of a cool head and good judgment, with 
a friendly feeling existing between himself and 
the men under his charge, they need no urging 
in case of emergency. A cool-headed man is 
usually possessed of good judgment, and knows 
how to place men so that they can work to 
good advantage. Every move counts, and 
work is rapidly performed without any seeming 
hurry; whereas the snarly, quick-tempered 
man will worry and fret both himself and every 
one around him, and accomplish but little. 
Good nature is indispensable to the successful 
management of workmen, but it should be ac- 
companied with sufficient firmness and decision 
to prevent any undue liberties on the part of 
the workmen. 

In the machine shop, the foreman who has 
last-mentioned qualifications will have every- 
thing ship shape. Every workman knows what 
would displease the ‘‘ boss,” and takes special 
pains to have everything in good order. He 
does his work in the best manner, both for the 
praise he expects to receive from his foreman, 
and the interest he feels in the welfare of his 
employers. 

When a workman knows that faithful, honest 
labor is appreciated, he is not slow to take a 
lively interest in the work in hand, and it is of 
gréat importance that individuals or corpora- 
tions employ no foremen who are continually 
at war with the men under their charge.
